Integrating skills: 
4 Models 


Content-based teaching 


It integrates the learning of some specific subject-matter 
content with the learning of a foreign language. 


The overall structure of a content-based curriculum is 
dictated more by the nature of the subject matter than by 
the language forms. 


The language is simply a medium to convey informational 
content of interest and relevance to the learner. 


Theme-based teaching 


It provides an alternative to what would 
otherwise be traditional language classes 
by structuring a course around themes or 
topics. 

It can serve the multiple interest of 
Students in a classroom and can offer a 
focus on content while adhering to 
institutional needs for offereing a 
language course, per se. 


Experiential learning 


It includes activities that engage both left 
and right brain processing, _ that 
contextualize language, that integrate skills, 
and that point toward authentic, real-world 
purposes. 


Task-based teaching 


Emphasizes the centrality of the task itself 
in a language course and, for task-based 
teaching as an overall approach, the 
importance of organising a course around 
communicative tasks that learners need to 
engage in outside the classroom.
